success of such an approach is believed to be minimal and risks 
exposing this entire investigation. Based on the limited 
positive information developed to date, and the lack of a 
reasonable expectation of achieving evidence through overt 

investigation, further investigation is no longer justified. 

Miami will continue to maintain contact with the cooperating 
witness and monitor ! I If any 

positive information is developed or an opportunity arises for 
additional covert investigation, authority to re-open this matter 
will be requested. At this time, however, it is recommended that 
captioned matter be closed. 

Media inquiry into this matter has been minimal with 
gutiStions being posed exclusively to the U.S, Attorney’s Office 
in the Southern District of Florida. The USAO has not commented 
on the matter, and it appears that media interest has dissolved. 
No inquiries have been directed toward the FBI. 

The Department of Justice, Public Integrity Section 
(DOJ, PIS), has been k^t fully appraised of the details of this 
investigation. Based on the facts and investigation conducted to 
date, DOJ, PIS, concerns with the recommendation to close this 
matter. Based on your approval, a confirming letter will be 
forwarded to DOJ.
